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Are the English Slower than 
the Americans? Hardly!

^^^nURING the last few days we have heard a Rreat 
about the Socialistic tax Icpslation of Great Kritain

Now these so-calle<l Socialistic tax measures, of 
course, were not levied by a parliament in which tile 
* Socialists have the majority—as a matter uf fact,* they 

were introtluccd by a Liberal ministry and carried through a parlia¬ 
ment in which the IJberals have a great majority. 

• • • 

To understand the situation, we must bear in mind that radical 
Htuiticial legislation is easier to obtain in England than in any other 
conntry. 

Tiiere is no Senate to oMileiul with as in .\mcrica or France. 
There is no Bundesrath to overcome, as in Germany; nor a Herrcn- 
haus, as in Austria. Legislation bearing upon financial matters or 
taxation does not need the consent of the upper h<Mise in England, as 
it tloes in these other countries. 

The English House of Lords has nothing to say about the bud¬ 
get. Tliis need not be introduced there at all. 

Furthemiorc, the king has no veto right such as the president of 
the L’nitc<l States—our king in a frock coat—aud the Tsar of Russia 
possess. 

And, last but not least — there is xo “supreme court'' which can 
declare any law unconstitutional. 

• • « 

As a matter of fact, England has no written constitution. The 
'decisions of the English parliament are the law of the land. And it 
has been said tltat the English parliament can do anything or every¬ 
thing except to make a man of a woman. 

A majority of the House of Commons is si?nply all-powerful in 
matters of taxation. And just now, an English liberal govcnuneiit— 
representing mainly the manufacturing and the capitalist class—has 
found a majority for s<]ueezing over $100,000,000 a year out of the 
wealthy classes of England. , , , 

Please compare with tliis the actions of our congress, said to rep¬ 
resent a republic where the "demos" (Greek for people) is supposed 
to rule. And then remember the decisions of the Supreme court on 
the income tax, and all other decisions ever since—whenever a half¬ 
hearted measure for getting a little money from the ruling class has 
succeeded in passing an unwilling national legislature. 

And also compare with the English procedure the endless wrang¬ 
ling in Germany, where a bill was recently introduced which puts four- 
fifths of the entire additional taxation ujxm the slioulders of the 
working class. They have been fighting there for months whether 
the last Afth should not be put on the poor people also. 

• • • 

The English government reedved a majority of about 107 votes 
in the House of Commons for its budget. 

Now the Liberal party alone has twice as big a majority as that. 
'And of these 107 about half came from the represenUtives of the 
Labor partv. The Lab>ir party stood unanimously for this measure. 

About’150 members of the Liberal party voted with the Con- 
icrvatives against the budget. In other words, they went back on 
Oidr own leadership end thdr own ministry. 

Such arc mated it interests. 

• • • 

However, • this ludgel is mating hii/ory on account of the un¬ 
heard-of raise in the taxation of land values. 

The possession of land in England is probably more concentrat¬ 
ed than in any other country of the world—more so than even in 
Prussia. 

This condition dates back to William the Conqueror, the Norman 
Invasion, and the so-called doomsday, when all England was divided 
up among about 700 followers of the Robber King. And this condi¬ 
tion has prevailed there ever since. ^ 

Tliere was a sort of restoration in a way when tlie duties on ag¬ 
ricultural products were abolished. Then, it is said, the land val¬ 
ues in England depreciated about a billion dollars, and quite a 
number of the “gentry” and of the middle class made use of the op¬ 
portunity to buy land. . _ 

However, on the other hand, the snslue of city property rose tre¬ 
mendously —on account of the estaWishnicnt of manufactures and 
the subsequent growth of the cities. And most of the land on which 
the Engli.sh cities stand belongs to a few feudal landlords. 

For instance, the Duke of Westminster owns several square miles 
of the city of Loniin. i He leases the land, and otlier pewle build 
brases. Whenever the lease runs out, then his Grace the Duke 
laises the rent. If the people wlio rent do not want to pay the raise, 
they can simply quit anil leave their houses to the landlord. 

• « • 

Under the new lemslation just passed in England, this “un¬ 
earned increment”—as llenry George called it—is Uxed, and taxed 
heavily. The Socialists in parliament also promised that in future 
they will see to it that it is taxed to such a degree as to confiscate 
It entirelv. 

And Phillip Snowden proudly declared that it is the intention of 
file Socialists to make the rich poorer and the poor richer, and that the 
Socialists are going to use tlie power of taxation for that purpose. And 
that this budget oiJy marks the beginning of the new era. 

, Evidently there are several ’’Conquering Williams” among the 
SdciatisU, and before 1966—the anniversary of the doomsday — tiie 
old decree will be reversed. 

• • • 

And besides that, the new legislation also raises the English in¬ 
come tax and the inheritaiKe tax, although both of them were con¬ 
sidered higher in England than in any other country. 

If riiis policy sh^d continue—and it will continue—then we 
may see John Jacob Astor and some of the otlier American nluto- 
crats who moved to England because "our country was not m for 
fimtlemen to live In,” paricing their trunks and going back to New 
Jers^ or Rhode Island, or any other American state. They still own 
an of them. 

• • • 

One result of England's achievement is immediate. It means 
that the toorkimg class in England it not going to pay the old age 
•pension for the workingmen. 

It also means that if the English capitalists and the English 
lords want some more “Dreadnaughts," they will have to pay for 
Ihm. And in this respect the dectioa of these Socialists in Eng¬ 
land is of more importance and help to Intenutional peace than all the 
peace conferences neld so far. ^ ^ 

We congratulate the English comrades on this result of the class 
struggle in fW realm of taxation. 

While our comrades have only a small minority in parliament, yet 
the spirit of Socialism was strong enough to compel the powerful 
liberal party to do their bidding. The handful of Socialists was 
strong enou^ to compel the capitalist representatives to serve the 

class interests of the working people. 

« • • 

And yet on this field the English working people are new. They 
became p^tically active only after they had been convince] by the 
English courts and the Taff Vale decision that their chances on the 
economic field and with the help of pure and simple trades union¬ 
ism were poor indeed. 

On the otl^fca nd, they were not strong enough, and probably in 
the near future will not be sotmg enoi^, to com^ a change in the 
■node of production—although Eogla^ is one of the few countries of 
-the world where the factory prolclariat forms the majority of the pop- 
nlatk^ 

At any rata, they, have acconi^riM'l •ortvihinf. The tergn^-

Some Filtsliurg Socialists liavc 
sent out a circular deploring the 
fact tltat there is disunion in the 
ranks of the working class .and then 
proposing to still further split the 
working class up by launching a 
new organization to come into com- 
(ictilion and conflict with the old 
ones. Any workingman who really 
wants a united state of the working 
class would belter join the existing 
union of his trade, or the Federal 
l^bnr Union, if his trade is not or¬ 
ganized, and relieve himself of the 
reproach of helping to keep the 
workers disorganized. 

Occasiorallv a trust comes to 
judgment, altiimigli the exceptional 
case really proves the rule to be the 
other way. The Sugar trust has 
just had to pay the United Stales 
government two millions of dollars 
of unpaid duties, and $135,000 as a 
penalty for its frauds in weighing 
at the Brooklyn and Jersey city 
docks. However, the thieving is 
said to have been so glaring when 
once brought to official notice that 
the trust ,did not feel ju.stificil in 
putting up much of a fight. It is 
so seldom that a wealthy thief 
conies to judgment, that, in the 
name of the endless and countless 
procession of police court victims 
—poor people—who get daily "jus¬ 
tice” with brutal vengeance all 
over this land, we hasten to cun 
gratulatc the people.

Legislature a Capitalistic Slaughter-House 


Madison, Wis.—The senate is 
not killing so many of Senator 
Gaylord's bills now. The reason 
is not that there has been any 
change of heart; but the Social- 
Democratic bills are nearly all 
dead I 

Here is the list of "killed and 
wounded” to date: 

March 4—Joint Resolution No. 
8, S., relating to the abolition of the 
United States Senate. 

March to—Bill No. 25, S., mak¬ 
ing railway officials responsible for 
murder in cases of preventable rail¬ 
way accidents. (The senate e.xpects 
to do away with “contributory neg¬ 
ligence” anyway, pretty soon, by 
means of accident insurance, and 
did not wrish to extend the prin¬ 
ciple.) 

March 10—Bill No. 24. S., fixing 
conditions for granting franchises 
m puUic service corporations. 

March la—^Joint Resolution No. 
5, S., relating to nationalization of 
trusts. (There was an effort to sub¬ 
stitute by making this applv only 
to tekgraplu—but it failed.^ 
March 16—Bill No. 137, S., per¬ 
mitting cities of the first clast to 
e^dtlish a plumbing department. 
(TOs failed of passan by only 
two votea^ meanwhile having eda- 


catrd Senator Hodnall suffidently 
to eiudile him to si-e tlut all graft 
would be eiin^aicd only by the 
coming of Socialism—whereupon 
he voted against the bill.) 

March 37—Bill No. 175, S., 
making telegraph i-<impanies liable 
for non-dcKvery of messages.

April 19—Bill No. 222, S., rdal- 
ing to powers of cities of the first 
class. (This bill was draftc<i tr 
hieet the needs of the Metropolitan 
Park board. Mr. C. B. Whitnall 
had given it his approval. It was 
in line with the jirnfiositiiins so en¬ 
thusiastically approved at the meet¬ 
ing of the Madison Park and Pleas¬ 
ure Drive assoc'iation. But—it 
was introduced hy a fsocial-Demo- 
crat.) 

April 19—Bill No. 40. S., relat¬ 
ing to the purchase of public utli- 
ties by cities. (Hidilen among tlie 
recesses of the public utilities was 
found a provision covering ibi- 
bill. The Social-Draxicrats will 
now watch to see tlut this is not 
repealed!) 

April 19—Bill No. 2,3, .S., relat¬ 
ing to valuation of land for piiUic 
purchase. (This fixed the' purcluse 
price of lands purchased for public 
use by adding ten per cent to tlie 
asses^ valuation. This would ttp- 
set the whole of the present system 
of taxation. It it an honest propo- 
ritkm, and the present tax systenr 


is not that same.)

Fnxn the viewpoint of a Socialist 
it is perhaps unimportant whether 
tlie court destroys the capitalistic 
laws of the legislalure or the legiv 
lature overturns the camtalistic de¬ 
cisions of the courts. Then, again, 
il is, of amrse, best to keep the 
three departments of our govern¬ 
ment williin their respective pre 
scribed splieres and view with dis¬ 
favor and contempt the encroach¬ 
ment of any one upon the other ; 
for we have a better chance of se-! 
curing progressive measures from 
the legislative branch if it is tm- 
-wayed and anhampered by llte ju¬ 
dicial. 

I have merely pointed out the! 
vvillingm-ss ami as.sumed power of' 
the ccKirt to override the laws of 
the legislature, in order to refute 
the rcjicaled assertions of the mcm- 
licrs of the judiciary tliat they are 
hamlicapiied and helpless and must 
enforce the law as it is made for 
them, l-'nr the power to unn,akr 
law, w-hich they exercise so effec- 
;tivcly. i;nplics the [xnver to make 
jit. “The power to destroy involves 
jibe power to create,” said Chief 
' Itistice Marshall of the United 
States Siiprciiie court many years 


Hence the refusal of the crMirts 
or judges to res|Kiml to the require¬ 
ments and demands of the masses 
made it iteecssary by cliaiiging cixi- 
ilitions i.s due not tn their inalnlity, 
hut to their stultborn adherence to 
outworn doctrines and traditirms 
that luve no application to our 
tmxlern conditions, a tenacity to 
antiquated rules and customs tliat 
IsTvc no place in our mmlcm civil- 
i/ation. 

I'.ie judiciary has never Icil, but 
a'criis followed, in titc world 
movement for progre.ss. \Ve arc 
now- engaged in the task of secur¬ 
ing a greater cconoaiic freedom and 
justice tiuii wc have heretofore en¬ 
joyed. If its attitude tow-ard this 
task is merely passive, and titat of 
a liangcr-on, it will probably c.scape 
the drastic treatment accorded to 
past governmental agencies of re¬ 
action. Hut if it makes active and 
•tgKfV’&tve opposition to remeilial 
ami appropriate measures tending 
to (iroiiMitr the weal of the collec¬ 
tive boily, then it may prepare not 
only to forfeit the small measure of 
rc.spect that is yet entertained for 
it. hut to he stripped and divested 
of a vast slurc of it.s |iow-cr and 
authority. 

Another reason offered by the 
juilgcs for their asserlcil impotcncy 
lo give tliat relief and judgment 
which our growth and development 
call fur. is that Ihev are bound bv 
tl:e "common law*' of KnglanO, 
ivliicli is the law- on w-bich they ha*c 
their decisions, except where abre- 
galeil by the legislature. Why the 
.- imnion law of England is inorr 
hiiiiling upon them tlian the com¬ 
mon law- of Rome and Jerusalem 
is a riddle which they never took 
the [lains to .solve. If the court car 
hrusii aside the expressed taw-s of 
the legislature on the pretence tlial 
they are "unreasonable,” it certain¬ 
ly cannot pretend to he bound b) 
the common law of England, tliat 
maze of confusion and euntradic 
lion launched by judges wIk) L-e 
lieved in witch-craft, king-qyafi 
Ttid priest-craft, lint nut all judge 
•-•ling to the comnion law. It i 
ulv the provincial and reaetionari 
judge wihi renounces his own rca 
son and that of his contemporary 
idlownirn, and lilindir follows the 
path staked rmt for him by th- 
pritnilivc hw-maltt-rs of Wc-t 
ilialia. There arc some judge: 
liniad and just enough to refuse It 
Tpply the law- of EnglatuI when, a.- 
tite phrase in the decisions is, "it i- 
imsnitaUc to our new and changed 
conditions." One great judge verj 
rsely and indignantly expresse: 
diis idea thus: 

“Great as liave been the reform: 

>i the last fifty years. The coramor 
'aw rules, both of substantive right 
iml procedure, arc still a* spotter'
